PENNSYLVANIA POLITICS. 


Miss Ada C. Sweet, of Chicago, has at 
last been confirmed as pension agent by 
the United States Senate. 
Miss Sweet 
has filled that office for several years, and 
has filled it well. She was renominated 
several weeks ago by President Arthur; 
but those in the Senate who wanted a 
man of some political influence in that 
office, succeeded in delaying the con­ 
firmation, in the meantime urging the 
appointment of a politician. After much 
delay, the President refusing to recall the 
nomination of Miss Sweet, the commit­ 
tee reported back the nomination, and 
ahe was confirmed, much to the satisfac­ 
tion of the people of Chicago. 


The latest in regard to the tariff com. 
mission is that five of the commissioners 
have been agreed upon, aud are: “Ex- 
Vice President Wheeler, of New York; 
R. P. Porter, of Chicago, formerly in 
charge of the statistical bureau of the 
census office; 
Alexander Mitchell, of 
Milwaukee, president of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad; John L. 
Hayes, of Massachusetts, formerly presi­ 
dent of the National Woolen association, 
and Henry W. Oliver, of Pittsburg, a 
leading iron manufacturer.” There are 
some very strongmen on the commission 
if the above gentlemen arc to be appoint­ 
ed. The name of Alexander Mitchell 
will add abihty to the commission, and if 
a Democrat must have a place, Wiscon­ 
sin would prefer Mr. Mitchell. 


It is said that the students’ rebellion in 
the University at Appleton has abated 
somewhat.

blood ; and, as soon as vomiting ceases, 
swallow the white of one or two new 
eggs, for the pun>oso of antagonizing 
any small portion of the poison which 
may have l>een left behind. 
Let tho 
reader remend>er tho principle, which is, 
to get the poison out of you as soon as 
possible ; there are other things which 
will have a speedy emetic effect, but tho 
advantage of mustard is, it is always at 
baud, it act instantaneously, w ithout any 
after medicinal eftects. 
The use of tho 
white of an egg is that, although it does 
not nullify all jxnsons, it antagonizes a 
larger number than any other agent so 
readily attainable. 
But, w’hile taking 
the mustard or egg, send for a physician; 
these are in order to save time; as tho 
difference of twenty minutes is often 
death.

aud lap over on the top of tho box.

of the inside of the box must be covered, 
and on the inside of this again place 
wrapping palier to prevent the contact 
of nice clothing with the petroleum pa­ 
per. 
Use a large box—no matter about 
its tieing very tight, as the paper will 
cover the holes—ami pack in all your 
woolens and furs, filling it full. 'Bring 
the pa}HT up which has been hanging 
over the shies of the liox, and let it cover 
the hole so that the miller cannot enter 
without crawling over tho petroleum 
pape r, which she w ill never do.

Spring Dresses. 


Silk and wool costumes with em­ 
broider}* aud velvet garniture are the 
staple suits displayed at the openings at 
the large furnishing houses. 
The new 
blue shade which is best known as por­ 
celain blue is the color that probably 
tiuds most favor, as it is produced in 
all the stylish fabrics. 
It is shown 
among the imported dresses in gros grain 
for the box plaited puffs of a skirt with 
dove gray cashmere for the Trianon 
polonaise, and gray open-worked em­ 
broidery for the trimming. 
It is also 
shown in cloth dresses of every quality, 
beginning with those made in Paris, and 
elaborately 
ornamented 
with black 
brandebourgs and braid on the skirt as 
well as on the basque, to the simpler 
dresses of nice camel's hair, or of the 
cloth finished flannels that are neatly 
made and sold for $'25. 
The suits at 
medium prices are the most satisfactory 
of all ready made dresses, because they 
are of simple styles, with most of tile 
outlay for the pure wool material. The 
round skirt is partly laid in deep plaits 
and is plain like a kilt in front, with 
row of buttons aud mock button holes 
down one side, and a draped apron 
overskirt permanently attached at the 
belt. 
The basque has a single-breaster 
or else diagonal front, with Byron col 
lar, square cuds aud box plaited backs 
Blacks, brown, deep green and cadet 
gray flannels and cashmere suits are 
similarly made. 
More expensive than these are the cash- 
mere and French buntings with self- 
embroidery, or else wrought in white ar 
in a contrasting color. 
Only enough 
embroidery is used about the neck, 
sleeves and across the tablier or paniers 
to give character to these dresses, and 
the edges of the basque, as also of the 
gathered flounces of the wool goods. 
are cut in the narrow scallops or leaf 
points that are so often seen on Worth’s 
handsomest dresses. 
These points may 
be lined with a gay color to brighten 
dark dresses, as one of the prettiest black 
wool dresses shown had geranium red 
Surah facings, and another of leaf brown 
had ecru Surah. 
It Is the caprice of merchants this 
season to call ail soft wool stuffs nuns’ 
veiling: but that is a very expensive fab­ 
ric—known by its inch-wide selvedges 
—and ladies who have little money to 
nd will content themselves with their 
wool bunting that are now sold with 
embroidered edges for twenty-two to 
twenty-five dollars. There are also domes­ 
tic thin woolens for fifteen to seventeen 
dollars, sold in dress patterns of nine 
yards of double width, with nine yards 
of embroidery. The rival trimmings for 
this low-priced embroidery on plain 
drosses are many rows of soutache or of 
the wider tubular braids, and the lined 
scallops described above. 
White wool drosses are imported with 
open embroidery of white silk, and are 
trimmed with bronze green, blue, or 
copper rod velvet about the neck and 
waist. The skirt is laid in deep plaits 
that are pressed —not sewed—and the 
wide embroidered selvedge trims these 
plaits. Small balls of white wool fall 
from other plaitings; the basque opens 
over a vest fastened by gilt buttons, and 
there are straps of the velvet instead of 
a cravat bow, with wider sash aud bow 
of velvet. Chuddah cloth and twilled 
wools are used for sea-side dresses of t hi- 
kind. 
The revival of colored faille as well 
black is an accomplished fact, as this 
finely repped silk is even more used than 
satin Surah in tile combination dresses 
brought over from Paris. 
There are, 
however, few dresses made entirely of 
faille, for this fabric does not drape soft­ 
ly, and cashmere of the same shade with 
au embroidered selvedge is preferred for 
the drapery, while the basque and lower 
skirt are of faille. A pretty design for 
such a combination has Greek drapery 
of the cashmere; the faille skirt is with­ 
out flounces in front, but is laid iii a fan 
cluster of lengthwise plaits on the left 
side, W'here it is disclosed by the draped 
cashmere. 
Two plaited flounces cross 
the back, and the tunic falls behind in 
great double box plaits. 
The faille 
basque is laced in front, pointed behind, 
and has two side-plaited frills sewed to 
this point, each containing two breadths 
of silk, and one of these is three-eighths 
of a yard, while that resting u|K>n it is 
only half as deep. 
For such a dress, 
seai-browu faille aud cashmere are used, 
and the whole may be enlivened by a 
little pale blue satin or moire introduced 
in the middle of the Greek plaits on the 
lower skirt, lining the plaitings at back 
of basque, and as a facing for the <q>on 
embroidery that trims the surplice neck 
and square cuffs. 
Black faille and 
cashmere is very simple ami elegant 
made in this way, and brightened bv 
geranium red moire or satin. -Harper's 
Bazar.

prevent mildew gathering on the walla, 
and be conducive of health and com­ 
fort generally. 
In house cleaning never 
lay out more work than you can accom 
plish with ease before dinner—it is as 
long as a person ever ought to devote to 
such hard work, and by judiciously fol­ 
lowing this nile, you can get through 
with as much work as if you scrubbed 
one whole day, and was sick the two 
following days to pay for it. 
Another 
thing, a woman should never do the 
whitewashing, or nail down carpets, or 
re-naper the walls—it is not their work, 
and it is far cheaper for a man to either 
hire it done, or to do it himself than it is 
to pay doctors’ bills, not to take into ac­ 
count the suffering and pain that is al­ 
most sure to follow such labor for a 
woman.—Farmer's Wife, in Hew En­ 
gland Farmer.

House Cleaning. 


As the time is approaching for the gen­ 
eral spring cleaning, a few suggestions 
may be acceptable, especially to those 
who have not had tile benefit of long ex- 
jierience. 
There is no hurry about lye- 
ginning. It is far better to wait till the 
weather is warm, and the chilly winds 
have disappeared. 
More women are 
made sick by house cleaning than by 
any other work that they are obliged to 
do. 
They expose themselves to cold, 
stand in a draught of air when heated 
by violent exercise, and then comes on 
pneumonia, lame sides, and divers other 
complaints—the result of house cleaning. 
Now, if one must need begin operations 
before it is warm weather, just commence 
with the bureau drawers; arrange them 
at leisure, after dusting and wiping them 
dry; then sprinkle a few drops of spirits 
of turpentine on the bottom of each 
drawer to keep moths and flies out: then 
spread a clean newspaper over the bot­ 
tom, and it is ready for use. 
Then, cup­ 
boards aud closets can be cleaned and re­ 
arranged for the summer, and it is a 
great assistance to have them set to 
rights in advance. 
A free sprinkling of 
• spirits of turpentine on the floors and 
, shelves, will keep all insects from an­ 
noying or injuring the contents, and it 
is most desi rabic to prevent them from 
taking refuge iii the house. 
It is much better to clean one apart­ 
ment at a time, rather than to have the 
whole house stirred up iu confusion all 
:it once. Then in case of casualties, or 
unexpected company, there is a chance 
to be comfortable. There is nothing 
more disagreeable than to have a house 
all in commotion, carpets up, and cur­ 
tains down, and everything in disorder, 
and there is no need of it. 
Housekeep­ 
ers can manage different!}* if they cirrose. 
It is bad enough to have one room dis­ 
arranged at a time, but that is far pre­ 
ferable to having it stirred up from gar­ 
ret to cellar, and things brought into 
eiyiitact that were never neighbors lie- 
fore. 
After years of experimenting with j 
v arious prescriptions to keep bedsteads j 
free from bugs, I have found nothing 1 
more effectual than spirits of turpentine; 
it neither injures the bedstead or tick-1 
ing, and it is perfectly safe. 
I n a new 
house there is no need of allowing all 
I lie*-• disagreeable guests to get a foot- j 
hold, but if you live in an old house.

Pet Animals and Contagions Diseases. 


The fact that pet animals can carry 
contagion, and thus be the means of 
spreading fatal diseases, is not widely 
known nor duly appreciated. We have 
heard of authentic cases in which scarlet 
fever was communicated from one per­ 
son to another by means of a cat. Dr. 
Hewitt, of Lake Superior, relates a some­ 
what .similar instance in which diph­ 
theria was communicated by the same 
animal. 
He had noticed for several days 
that his jR*t cat was suffering from an 
enlargement of the glands of the neck; 
he also remarked the same in other cats. 
His cat found a resting-place in the wall 
behind the stove, ana there died. The 
day the animal was removed diphtheria, 
in its most violent form, broke out in his 
family, resulting in the death of two or 
three of his children, the doctor himself 
barely escaping with his life. 
Up to this 
time the community was remarkably 
free from sickness of any kind. 
It was 
the start of a severe epidemic. We refer 
to this subject in hopes that more facts 
bearing ujxm it may be communicated 
by our readers. Such facts are at pres­ 
ent few, but a little attention paid to the 
matter would, no doubt, secure much 
that would be of importance to compar­ 
ative and to preventive medicine.—Jour­ 
nal o f Com oaraticc Meilicitie anti Medical 
Record.
